Contrary to the impression sometimes given. Snooty has not been an ever-present character 
during the first fifty years of THE BEANO's run, although admittedly he is the character who 
has come closest to achieving ever-present status.

The eponymous hero of this strip has in the past sometimes been cited as a prototype of 
Dennis. But while he did pre-date Dennis (he appeared in THE PEOPLE 1 S JOURNAL from April 20th 
1946 to February 6th 1954), and was drawn by the same artist - David Law - he was if anything 
much more a prototype of 'Baby Crockett', the naive, ingenious BEEZER comic favourite for over 
thirty years as drawn by Bill Ritchie. 


THE DENNIS THE MENACE BOOKS 


Since September 1955 eighteen DENNIS THE MENACE BOOKS have been published, usually at the 
rate of one every two years. The contents of these books have in the main been reprints from 
the weekly BEANO or, to some extent, reprints from THE WEEKLY NEWS. The half-tabloid WEEKLY 
NEWS strips were in some cases restructured to fit a single page in the books. 

What follows is a list of the contents, both new and reprint, of all eighteen Dennis 
Books. All reprints are from THE BEANO unless otherwise indicated. Abbreviations used are as 
follows: WN = WEEKLY NEWS, (f) = feature, (s) = story, (p) = poems, (j) = jokes.

The boys' story paper WIZARD featured the prose story adventures of The Bash Street Kids 
under the title 'Bash Street School' in WIZARD Nos. 1522 (16.4.55) to No. 1554 (26.11.55), with 
heading block illustrations for the stories being drawn by regular Bash Street artist Leo 
Baxendale.

Furthermore, during the 
comic's 75-isse run, for a small outlay of 35 pence you could join the Plug Sports and Social 
Club.
